HERE has been mote or less talk as to the advisa- 


bility of the legislatuie extending the 
municipal 


limits of the city of Reno so as to embiace our thriving and 
entei prising neighbor, the town of Spaiks 
This local 


question was, not mooted during the campaign nor was 
it mentioned in any of the coxinty platforms so the Washoe 
c'elegation have nothing to guide them dn the matter oth- 
er than such infor matron as they can gain as to the popu- 
lai leelmg upon the subject 
While Ihe Journal -would be 


pleased tor many reasons by sucli extension, which \\ould 
add largely to "our population and financial resources and 
whrch would look well on the census and assessment rolls, 
it would not advocate it against the wdsh.es of a majority 
of the proper ty holders and business men of our neighbor- 
ing town 
If, however, there is that kind of popular ex- 


pression manifested by petition or otheiwise, by the tax- 
payers of Sparks we would most cheei fully add our jour- 
nalistic •voice in its favor 
We would not, however, advo- 


cate the Philippine policy even in a local question of ex- 
pansion, nor countenance any proposition to force upon an 
unwilling people a municipality, being a firm believer in 
the doctrine that no government, municipal, state 01 


-national should be enforced against the consent of the 
govemed 
A municipal goveinment In towns the sUe of 


Spaiks possesses many advantages, moie than we have 
space to detail, but which every mtellagfent reader will 
readily enumerate and whrch we are confident, will sum 
lip io a far gn eaten rturnBel than all 6f the reasonable ob- 
jections that can be urged against It 
Reno has tried it 


and if dismcoipoiation were to be submrtted to the people 
to-moirov. rt probably would not receive the sanction of 
one-tenth part of the volets wrthrn our piesent city limits 
We are inclined also to the belief, if SpcUks was to be in- 
cluded -uithin our municipal borders that hei people would 
after a year's evpenence recognise the -advantages of a 
government more efficient than can be obtained under the 
general statutes of the state

An autopsy held'on the body of the 


late Theodore Neil, who. was found 
.dead in the' east end of -the Sparks 
yards Monday -night-revealed the fact 
that he had been, killed "by /the ..train 
and that a gun shot did not end his 
life. 
Drs. Heppener and'Francis con- 


ducted the autopsy and from the .con- 
dition of the body decided that he had 
come to his death by. being'.hit'.by a 
train.

A sWnall wound .in the groin resemb- 


ling a bullet hole was the 'only cut 
or mark on his body, but 'several'ribs 
were broken 'and other bones in Ms 
body were splintered' and 'fractured 
in a terrible manner.- - Six ribs .-were 
broken and five of'them in two places. 
The left hip bone was..broken, into 
fragments jand. .the peritoneal cavity 
was filled with blood which -accounts 
for the small amount of, blpoa found 
on the clothes and on the ground where 
the body was found. 
The -wound .re- 


sembled a bullet hole very much, but 
the doctors . c'ame to the conclusion, 
that one of the'broken bones had pene- 
trated the skin and made;'the peculiar 
•wound. 


Theodore Neil and his companion, G. 


H. King, arrived at Sparks from Span-1 
ish Spring Valley a few days ago. They 
had been editing wood and' each had 
considerable money. Monday night they 
both got drunk and were .celebrating 
their arrival in town in- one.of the 
Sparks saloons, -vvnen shot's, and ' cries 
of murder were heard in' the; east end 
of the town. 
King and Neil" joined 


the crowd and ran in the direction,of 
the shots. 
The trouble'was all over' 


by the time they -arrived at the rail- 
road track and the two men began to 
walk the track for amusement.- King 
saw the engine coming : and jumped 
from'the rails, telling his. friend to do 
the same. 
Neil failed to obey the 


comamnd and when the engine had 
passed King saw him lying on the 
ground. 
At this time Deputy Sher- 


iff "Upson came 'along and King, asked 
him -to stay with 
the injured 
man, 


while he went for assistance. . King, 
then .went, to town and drdered a wag^- 
on to go after his companion,, after 
which he went -to bed. 


Deputy Sheriff' "Upson stayed .with 


Neil until he passed away -when he 
notified the Coroner. He said 
in. a 


statement ytesterd|ay afternoon, 
thjat 


when he first saw 'Neil' lying'on the 
ground, but was not1 unconscious. ...He 
asked him if he was hurt 'and the dy- 
ing man answered no, saying "I am only 
drun.lt 'and want to remain' here." He 
stood by him for- a few moments an,d 
when he again spoke -to him, Neil 
failed to 'answer. ...Officer Upson leaned 
down to see why he did not answer 
and. was startled to flnd that he was 
dead. 


Night 'Watchman Tom Montague was 


the person who did-the shooting1 and 
caused the excitement that . brought 
King and Neil to the place where Neil 
met his death. 
He claimed that he 


was shooting at 'some thieves who were 
trying -to enter, a car, and that when 
he heard that a man had- been-shot, 
he thought he had hit 'one of the men.
